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HOW TO GROW THE GLADIOLUS

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N northern New York we plant Gladioli from the middle of Gi

preceding fall, respaded in the spring, and, if the soil is stiff, fill 


“J+ the drill with sandy loam. Any fairly rich garden soil will grow 


/, Gladioli. They should be planted in full exposure to the sun. 
The bulbs may be planted in single or double rows, two 
| inches apart in the drill; two, three or four inches deep accord- 
ing to size. Single rows should be about twelve inches apart; 
double rows, about eighteen inches. This method of planting is 
in favor when the purpose is to grow cut blooms for indoor 
development. 

For general culture, mass planting in square, oblong or round 
beds, will be found especially desirable. Set the bulbs from four 
to six inches apart in each direction; staking will be found 
unnecessary, as the plants will help support each other. A suc- 
cession of bloom may be secured by two plantings—the first with 
the bulbs eight inches apart in each direction and the second two 
or three weeks later, supplying the bulbs between. Planted in 
front of hardy shrubs and plants as a border, the beautiful colors 
are intensified by the foliage as a background. 

Few if any plants require less attention than the Gladiolus. 
The lack of cultural requirements is one of the many strong 
points of the flower. Water should be applied when necessary 
during the early stages of growth and again when buds show 
color. Before the ground freezes, dig up the bulbs, cut off the 
stalk growth, and store in a cool dry place. The old bulb, or 
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properly speaking, corm, may be removed a few weeks later, | 
| when convenient. It will be found beneficial always to grow a 
~\<| Gladioli from bulbs produced in our stimulating northern atmos- |%,,~ 
4, | phere. The effects will be readily apparent when the bulbs-are 

“| developed in the genial and humid climates of our southern and 
‘|| middle states.

ERSONS who order Gladioli of me, even in small quan- “ss 
tities, will secure a larger variety of high quality than from ial 
| any other stock offered in the market, regardless of price. 

It is well to bear in mind, however, that in ordering a few 
bulbs you can not compass a wide range of varieties, of which 
we have over 15,000. Those of our customers who have pur- 
chased large quantities of bulbs find that they get remarkably 
few duplicates. 

It will be unfortunate if you pick out the largest bulbs from 
a collection or mixture and take it for granted that they are of 


the best quality. If you do this, you may lose some of the very 
best kinds, which never produce large bulbs. 

The fact that you may have been led into paying high prices 
for medium and poor quality Gladioli, with high-sounding names, 
should not keep you from giving my stock atrial. A small order, 
even of our miscellaneous mixture or collection, will convince 
you, at small cost, that in quality and prices no other stock can 
compare with that which I offer.

Though I have many applications during the season for Gladiolus seed, 
I do not sell it, for several reasons. The growing and flowering of bulbs from 
Gladiolus seed is a delicate and tedious task, and there are few persons whose 
experience and patience would be adequately rewarded by the results. 

The seed from which our new varieties are produced is hand-hybridized 
and grown by H. H. Groff, of Simcoe. It is well to remember that much 
stock which never originated with Mr. Groff is offered as his hybrids. 

It is more satisfactory and more economical to buy well-established bulbs, 
produced by scientific hybridizing in the hands of persons who have a 
thorough knowledge of the parent plant than to attempt to grow the Gladi- 
olus from seed. I discourage all inquiries for seed, therefore, in the best 
interests of my customers.

N order to introduce the Gladiolus to those who do 
I not know its transcendent merits, I have selected 
six splendid sorts, covering a rich range of color 
from white and violet to dark, rich red, For one dollar 
I will mail postpaid one strong-blooming bulb of each of 
these six tested Gladioli. 

The varieties are tested and right, and the bulbs are 
well grown. Set them about as deep under the surface 
as the diameter of the bulb. Water when they are 
started and when the buds show their color. Better tie 
up the stems to slender stakes when the flowers begin 
to be heavy.
